CONDOLENCE MESSAGES THAT HAVE BEEN REPORTED FROM PLA 
COMMANDS - SUGGESTING THAT WHILE RADICALS MAY HAVE 
CONSIDERABLE INPLUENCE IN CENTRAL LEADERSHIP, THEY 
LACK SUPPORT ELSEWHERE. 

NYT'S BUTTERPIELD (HK) SEES MAJOR JOINT EDIT AS ANOTHER 
ATTEMPT REASSURE CHINESE MASSES THERE WILL BE NO 
IMPORTANT POLICY/LEADERSHIP CHANGES IN IMMEDIATE FUTURE. 
CITING EDIT'S RECITAL THAT MAO "ADJURED US" FOLLOW 
HIS POLICIES, BUTTERFIELD NOTES WORD EOR ADJURE (CHU-PU) 

IS TRADITIONAL TERM EMPEOYED WHEN LATHERS GIVE LAST 
INSTRUCTIONS TO SONS, SUPERIORS OR INFERIORS; CONSIDERS 
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IT UNUSUAL EXPRESSION FOR CHINESE COMMUNISTS, WHO 
NORMALLY AVOID SUCH CLASSICAL USAGES. 

ACCORDING ZORZA (WP), DESPITE WORDS OF PRAISE/TEARS 
OF GRIEF FOR MAO EVIDENT IN PEKING, WHAT WE ARE REALLY 
SEEING NOW ARE FIRST MOVES TOWARD MAO'S DETHRONEMENT. 
CHAIRMAN'S TRUE LEGACY BELONGS TO RADICALS; BUT IN 16-HOUR 
DELAY BEFORE MAO'S DEATH ANNOUNCED TO WORLD, FUNERAL 
ARRANGEMENTS SHOW MODERATES WON FIRST ROUND - NO MASS 
RALLIES HELD OUTSIDE PLACES OF WORK UNTIL FUNERAL 
DEMONSTRATION 10 DAYS LATER. BY THAT TIME, MODERATES
